CONSTABULARY AND POLICE. 

The Police Establishment in Ireland comprises three distinct forces, viz : — the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, the Dublin Metropolitan Police, and the Local Force in Towns.* 

Of these forces, the Royal Irish Constabulary extends to towns as well as to counties, 
and thus corresponds to the whole County Police and nearly the whole of the Borough 
Police Force in England and Wales, and the Police Force in her Majesty’s dockyards ; 
but is different from the County and Borough Police Force in England in being entirely 
under the Central Government ; the Dublin Metropolitan Police corresponds to the 
London Metropolitan Police ; and the Local Force in Towns corresponds to a small part 
of the Borough Police Force in England and Wales, and like it is entirely under the 
government of Local Authorities. 

The total number of the Police Force, as shown by the returns which have been 
received this vear from all the Towns, is as follows : —

In each of the above Forces there has been an increase during the past year. In the 
Royal Irish Constabulary this increase has been considerable, amounting to 573 men, 
making a total strength greater than it has been for 5 years. There has also been a 
slight increase (18) to the Dublin Metropolitan Police on the number in 1867, in which 
year there had been a decrease of 20 on the number in 1866. The Local Force also 
has been slightly increased. Until 1866 the Volunteer Fire Brigade men were 
included in the statistics of the Police Force ; but in that year they were omitted,

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Constabulary 
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which accounts for the large reduction in the number entered under this head in 1866, 
as compared with that for 1865. 

The only town in Ireland which has any local force corresponding to the English 
Borough Police is Londonderry. 

In instituting a comparison between the Police Forces of Ireland and of England and 
Wales, the Royal Irish Constabulary and Local Force may be compared with the English 
Police in Counties, Boroughs, and Dockyards ; and the Dublin Metropolitan Police may 
be compared with the London Metropolitan Police and the City of London Police added 
together. 

The returns as to the number of the Police Force in 1868 give for all Ireland the 
proportion of 1 to every 397 of the estimated population in that year. 

In the Dublin Metropolitan Police district the Police Force is 1,065, which, with the 
addition of the Local Force (44), makes 1,109 in a population of 335,449, as returned 
by the Metropolitan Police Commissioners, or 1 to every 302. 

The proportion of Police in 1865-66 to population in 1861 in the City of London, was 
1 to 160 ; in the London Metropolitan District, 1 to 437 ; and in all England and 
Wales, 1 to 889.

The proportion of the expenses of Police paid out of the local and general taxes in 
Ireland and in England and Wales, and the number and cost of that portion of the Irish 
Police which is in excess of the English proportion of Police, and the extent of relief to 
local taxation in Ireland in consequence of the Irish rate of payment for Police, are 
fully detailed in the Report of the Irish Judicial Statistics for 1865. The Fenian outbreak 
has shown that the Royal Irish Constabulary to a great extent serves the purpose of a 
standing army, so that a large proportion of the cost is properly defrayed out of the 
general taxes. 



The number of the criminal classes is shown by the fourth of the Constabulary and Criminal 
Police Tables, classified under the same heads as those adopted in the corresponding No 
English Returns. In consequence of the difference in the Poor Law, and the very 
recent assimilation of the law as to Industrial Schools in the two countries, the vagrants 
and tramps are kept distinct from the other criminal classes in the following tables.

This table shows a decrease of 141 in the criminal classes as compared with the 
number in 1867. There has been an increase in the number of vagrants and tramps, 
but the increase (195) is very slight compared with the increase (1,048) m 1867 upon 



the number in the previous year. 

The following table shows the total number of the criminal classes in Ireland for the 
year 1868, compared with the corresponding classes in England and Wales for 1867. 

The estimate of the number of vagrants and tramps in England and Wales is made 
in April in each year, while in Ireland it is made in September. This difference, 
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however, does not effect the comparison between the numbers of the other criminal 
classes m England and Wales with those in Ireland.*

It appeai-s from this table that the number of criminal classes, other than vagrants 
and tramps, m Ireland returned as known to the Police is less than half the number in 
an equal portion of the population of England and Wales. This is the more remarkable 
m view of the fact that the proportion of the Police to the population is very much 
greater m Ireland than in England and Wales, so that the returns in Ireland may be 
piesume to e moie nearly correct as the means of detection are more abundant. 

le relative number, however, of vagrants and tramps under 16 years of age in the two 
countries is directly the reverse, the number in Ireland (3,680) being more than double 
the number (1,461) in an equal portion of the population of England and Wales, It is 
however to be observed, that in Ireland, during 1S68, there were no Industrial Schools 
in operation, the Act (Stat. 31 Vic., c. 25) authorising these institutions having only 
been passed in that year. In England and Wales, on the other hand, there were in 
Industrial Schools at the end of 1867 no fewer than 2,481 children, which gives 636 for 
a poition of the population of England and Wales equal to that of Ireland 

The absence of Industrial Schools in Ireland does not, however, account for the 
whole excess of juvenile delinquents, for if 636, the proportion already referred to 
he deducted from 2,216, there are still 1,580 to be accounted for. It might be 
supposed that tile larger number of vagrants and tramps returned as known to the 
Police m Ireland than that returned for England and Wales does not indicate a real 
excess, but anses merely from the fact that in the former country the Police are more 
numerous. If, however, we compare the number of vagrants and tramps in the two 
countries' with the number of the other criminal classes, we shall obtain results that

criminal classes known to the Police, only 32,558, or 28'9 per cent., were vagrants and Criminal 
tramps. It is clear, therefore, that the excessive proportion which this latter class Statis_ 
bears to the total criminal classes must arise from some other circumstance than 

the greater number of Police in Ireland. The more favourable state of affairs 

in this respect in England and Wales is partly to be ascribed to the indirect effect Criminal classes, 
of the Industrial Schools Acts (in operation for 14 years) in reducing the number 
of juvenile delinquents not actually in the schools. The rest of the excess in this 
class must arise to a large extent from the same causes that produce the excess 
in Ireland of vagrants and tramps above 16 years of age. As one of these causes, it is 
impossible to overlook the very marked difference in the laws which regulate the relief 
of the poor in Ireland and in England and Wales. The Irish law being much more 
stringent than the English law with regard to women and children, the effect is shown 
by the relative numbers relieved in Ireland and in England and Wales. 

The excess of vagrants and tramps of all ages in Ireland, amounting to 4,473, is very 
amg.11 when the difference between the proportion of the poor in receipt of Poor Law 
Relief in Ireland and in England and Wales is taken into consideration. The average 
daily number in receipt of relief in 1868-69, was 53,757 in Workhouses, and 16,S62 out- 
door, or 70,619 in all, being 168,238 less than the number (238,858) in receipt of relief 
in 1868 in a portion of the population of England and Wales equal to that of Ireland*

It appears from this table that the total number (27,121) of the criminal classes in 
Ireland, including those at large as well as those in prison, is less numerous by 9,165, 
or 25 per cent., than the number (36,197) of the corresponding classes in 1867 in a 
portion of the population of England and Wales equal to that of Ireland. The decrease 
during 1 868 in the number of those in the local prisons may be partly accounted for by

The excess of 550 in the number of unclassed offences in Ireland, as compared with Part l 
E ngland and Wales, in the above table, arises almost entirely from the number of Criminal 

. treasonable and seditious offences in Ireland. The apparent excess of murders in Statistics. 

Ireland appears to arise from some defect in the Police statistics of murders in both Go mMary 

countries. Thus, whilst the Coroners return 404 verdicts of wilful murder in England 

and Wales, the Police report only 135 ; and in Ireland, whilst Coroners return 58” Iadictal^offences 
verdicts of wilful murder, the Police report 45. _ summarily). 

The other characteristics of Irish crime indicated by this summary correspond with 
those observed last year, the most unfavourable features being treasonable and seditious 
offences, offences against property, riots, assaults inflicting bodily harm, and other 
.assaults. . 

Of offences against property there is a much smaller number than in a corresponding 
portion of the population in England and Wales. This arises in part, no doubt, from 
the much larger quantity of property to tempt thieves in England and Wales, and the 
much smaller proportion of Police to population, there being only one-half the number of 
policemen to the same number of the population in England that there is in Ireland. 

As regards the offences of attempts to murder, shooting at, wounding, stabbing, &c., 
to do bodily harm, the Irish statistics are more favourable than the English, and also 
the statistics of unnatural offences, rape and immoral offences, perjury, and attempts to 
commit suicide. . 

The following summary gives the number of infanticides and other murders m

The Census Commissioners ascertained tnat tne numuei ul huuu J 

age in Ireland to the rest of the population was, in 1861, as 2 -4 to 97-6, or m other words, 
that in every 300 of the population, about 5 are infants under one year of age. It follows 
from this that the number of murders of infants under one year of age which would 
correspond to the 23 murders which appear to have taken place from the Coroners 
Returns amongst the rest of the population, would be less than 1 a year ; being only 
-56 or 1 in two years. The number of infanticides (35) is therefore 64 times the 
number of murders occurring amongst the same amount of the population at other 

periods of life on an average. , 

In Eno-land and Wales the proportion of those under one year to those above one 
ear of age is 3 to 97 ; it follows, therefore, that the number of infanticides which would 
correspond to the 255 murders of persons above one year of age would be 8 in one 
yem. The actual number (149) would appear to be on an average about 19 times

With respect to offences against the above Acts of Parliament, the fact that the Irish 
Police act as Inspectors of weights and measures, and as a Bevenue Police, would 
naturally lead to greater yigilance in enforcing these Acts, and the much larger pro- 
portion of Police to population in Ireland than m England and Wales would also lead 
to greater activity in the detection and punishment of mmor offences, especially as the 
Justices haye power to award one-third of the pecuniary penalties (the usual punishment 
tor such offences), to the Constabulary reward fund. . 

This inevitable effect of the large proportion of Pekoe in Ireland is dtatrated 
statistics as to Prostitutes.

In conneidon with the efforts to eztend manufactures in Ireland, the statistics are 
very satisfactory. There were no persons for trial for destroying machines or goods in 
process of manufacture m 1868, nor for offences connected with conspiracies or combina- 
tions to raise the rate of wages, and only 2 for trial for riot and feloniously demolishing 
buildings, machinery, 4c.

The Court of Quarter Sessions in Ireland is in one respect differently constituted from 
the Court of Quarter Sessions in England, being presided over by the Chairman of the 
County, or Irish County Court J udge. A table has been introduced showing the appeals 
from Magistrates, which are given in another form in the English statistics; the 
applications for spii'it licences and the disposal of bills of indictment are also shown, 
so as to give a complete view of the entire business at Quarter Sessions. 

The proceedings at Quarter Sessions in 1868 as compared with those in 1867, were as 
follow : — 




It appears from the above figures that the number of appeals from Magistrates to the 
Courts of Quarter Sessions was less by 45 than in 1867. Of the total number (448) of 
cases, in 190 the previous decisions were affirmed, and in 141 reversed. 

There were during 1S68 2,734 applications to Quarter Sessions for Spirit Licences, 
of which 1,558 were granted. 

The Court for the consideration of Crown cases reserved, constituted by Stat. 11 and 
12 Vic., c. 78, corresponds to the Court of Criminal Appeal in England. There were 
4 appeals before it in 1868.

As there are 44,010 Jurors returned in all the districts that have made returns, it 
appears that the number (3,548) apparently irregularly qualified are in the proportion 
of 8 per cent. 

PBISONS. 

Under the head of Prisons are included the statistics of gaols in counties, and counties 
of cities or of towns, convict prisons, and reformatories, as also the statistics of criminal 
lunatics confined in goals and lunatic asylums, and of prisoners in bridewells. The 
prisoners in the Four Courts Marshalseaf') at Dublin have not been included, the numbers 
in it not having been hitherto included in the General Tables of the Inspectors-General of 
Prisons. 

The gaols included in these tables are 39 in number. They are not divided into county, 
borough, and liberty prisons as in England and Wales. The towns in Ireland that have 
distinct taxation for gaols are those which are counties of cities or counties of towns 
and the town of Belfast, being only 9 out of the 33 boroughs in Ireland ; of these 9 
towns with distinct taxation only 5 have actually distinct gaols, there being only 1 o-aol 
for the county and city of Kilkenny, 1 for the county and city of Waterford, and 1 for 
the county of Antrim, the county of the town of Carrickfergus, and the Borough of 
Belfast. 

* The Inspectors-General of Prisons, tbougb not including tbe Four Courts Marslialsea in their General Report 
add in an Appendix a special Report on this institution, from which it appears that there were 38 prisoners in 
custody on the 31st December, 1868, the maximum at any time in that year having been 46, and that the total 
commitments in the year were 238.

It appears from this summary that the same general social law as to the ages of 
prisoners in county gaols prevails in Ireland as in England and Wales. There are 
however variations, especially in the striking excess of the number of prisoners of both 
sexes in Ireland between 21 and 30 years of age, as compared with the number in the 
other classes — a circumstance which suggests an inquiry into the causes of the difference. 
The figures in the above table show a decrease of 1,141 in the number of men and boys 
confined in prison as compared with the number (17,623) for last year, while there 
has been an increase of 510 in the number of women and girls, showing a total decrease

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the English prisoners, 415 having been discharged on pardon or commutation of 
sentence, whilst only 30 were so discharged amongst a number of prisoners in England 
and Wales equal to the total number of Irish prisoners disposed of, and 529 having been 
released on bail, as compared with 201 under similar circumstances in England and Wales. 

The number sent to lunatic asylums in Ireland (202) in 1868 was less than half 
the number (408) returned for the previous year. This was the result of the operation of 
Statute 30 & 31 Vic., c. 118, passed in 1867, which for the first time permitted dangerous 
lunatics in this country to be sent direct to asylums instead of to gaols as had hitherto 
been required.

The contrast between the Irish and English prisons shown by these figures is 
remarkable. There were 7,589 punishments inflicted in English prisons amongst 
2,211 prisoners (the Irish daily average number), while there were only 2,236 punish- 
ments inflicted in Irish prisons among the same daily average number of prisoners. 

In Ireland there were only 4 cases of whipping in 1868, and punishment by imprison, 
ment in solitary or dark cells was inflicted only 1,363 times as compared with 2 188 
times in England and Wales among an equal number of prisoners. Stoppage of diet 
and other punishments were found necessary in Ireland only 852 times as compared 
with 5,371 times in an equal number of prisoners in England and Wales. The cases 
however, in which resort was had to irons or handcuffs were more numerous in Ireland. 



* There was no return for 1867 or 1868 from County Corlc Gaol as to tbe number prison is constructed to 
contain as it was undergoing repairs ; but the return for 1866 stated that it was constructed to contain 337 
men and boys, and 110 women and girls. In this prison, however, more than one person is allowed to many of 
the cells.

It appears from these summaries that the cost of the mere official staff of officers in 
Irish prisons already noticed is £9 8s. 3 \d. per head above the cost in England and 
Wales, and the total cost of each prisoner in Ireland is £39 Os. 6d., as compared 
with £36 10s. id. the total cost per head in England and Wales. In connexion with 
the slightly greater cost in Ireland the smaller produce from prisoners’ labour, the 
larger charge upon the local rates in Ireland, and the number of lunatics in Irish gaols, 
elsewhere referred to, should be borne in mind.

There was a decrease in the number let out on tickets-of-leave from 204 in 1867 to 
163 m 1868. The number of tickets-of-leave granted in England and Wales amongst 
an equal number of convicts disposed of in 1867 was 157. 

There was a decrease in the number of those discharged on the termination of their 
sentence, from 112 in 1867 to 70 in 1868, but this number is higher than the 
number (27) discharged on the termination of their sentence in England and Wales 
amongst an equal number of convicts disposed of in 1867.

The Inspector of Reformatory Schools has made returns in forms somewhat similar Reformatory 
to those in the English Judicial Statistics. ' (Table, No. 1.) 

There are 4 reformatory schools for boys, and 5 for girls in Ireland. Three are for 
Protestants, of which 2 are for boys and 1 for girls ; six are for Roman Catholics, of which 
2 are for boys and 1 for girls. The total number committed in 1 868 was 266 . Of these, 

218 were boys and 48 girls ; 222 (177 boys and 45 girls) were Roman Catholics, and 44 
(41 boys and 3 girls) were Protestants.

The number committed on indictment before Judges of the Superior Courts, the 
Recorder of Dublin, and the Chairmen of Quarter Sessions, was 68, (55 boys and 13 
mils) or 25-6 per cent, of the entire number; and 198 (163 boys and 35 girls) or 744 
ner cent were committed on summary convictions before Justices. The returns show 
an increase upon the numbers in 1867 of 54 boys, and of 8 girls, giving a total mcrease 
of 62. 

The number committed on indictment in 1868 was 25 per cent, of the total number 
committed. In England and Wales in 1 867, 21 '7 per cent, were committed on indictment.

It is obvious that the total number given in this summary of those not under 
parental control does not represent so many separate cases, as in many instances the 
same individual is returned in two classes. It appears however, that of the whole 
number (266) only 114 (42'8 per cent) were under parental control, a fact indicating 
that these institutions are really supplying to their inmates that control and support 
the want of which may be taken as the chief cause of the crimes of those committed 
to Reformatories.

It appears from this summary that of the entire number, (266) only 26, or 10 per cent., 
could read and write well, and none had received superior instruction, thus leaving 90 
per cent, with a neglected education ; it also appears that 122 of the entire number, 
or 45 - 8 per cent., were entirely ignorant, being unable to read or write. 



There were no Industrial Schools in operation in Ireland in 1868. 

It appears from the Police returns (vide, p. 10), that the class for whose benefit 
Industrial Schools are intended is proportionally more numerous in Ireland than in 
England and Wales, the 3,680 vagrants and tramps in Ireland under 16 years of age 
being 2,216 in excess of the number (1,464) to be found in an equal population in 
England and Wales in 1867.

(Table, No. 1 .) gaols, was taken away by an Act passed in 1867 (Stat. 30 & 31 Vic., c. 118), by which 
it is provided that dangerous lunatics are to be sent direct to asylums, and that they 
may be given up to their relatives on proper security. The Act also provides that the 
persons so committed may be discharged, like other lunatic poor, on recovery on cer- 
tificate of the Medical Oflicer of Asylums, without its being necessary to obtain a 
warrant of the Lord Lieutenant.

It appears from this comparison that in 1868 there were upwards of nine times as 
many lunatics under detention as criminals in Ireland, m proportion to population, as 
in England and Wales in 1867. 



The cause of this difference forms on important subject of inquiry, whether it arises 
from the larger proportion of police in Ireland, or from the smaller number of private 
asylums and smaller number of dangerous lunatics supported by their friends as mere 
lunatics’ from the smaller number of idiots and lunatics supported in families assisted by 
outdoor relief, or from the apparently greater prevalence of drunkenness indicated by the 
police statistics, or from any other difference in the circumstances of the two countries.

I have not in this table added those in gaols in Ireland to those in asylums, for as 215 
lunatics were removed from gaols to asylums during the year, that number appears in both 
returns, and the returns do not distinguish the offences with which they were charged. 

It appears from this table that the chief difference in the character of the offences 
with which criminal lunatics were charged in Ireland and in England and Wales is that 
in Ireland an extraordinary number were committed as simply dangerous persons at 
large — (317 to gaols, and 2,580 to asylums), whilst there was not one committed of the 
same class in England and Wales in 1867. 

The judgments or orders under which criminal lunatics were detained in Ireland in 
1868 are contrasted with the corresponding statistics for England and Wales in 1867 in

The principal feature shown by this table is the extraordinary proportion of 
criminal lunatics in England and Wales that became insane while undergoing sentences 
of imprisonment as compared with the corresponding number in Ireland. These figures 
suggest matter for inquiry as to how far this difference may arise from the different 
systems of prison discipline in the two countries.

From the above figures it appears that during the year 1868 there were 15,657 
persons under detention in bridewells, of whom 3,662 were subsequently transferred, to 
county prisons. The greatest number in custody at any one time was 820. 

With regal’d to the number committed to Bridewells in the different provinces, it 
appears that in Leinster, exclusive of the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, there 
were in 1868 1,499 persons, or 1 in 748 of the population, so committed. In 
Munster there were 9,557, or 1 in 158 of the population. In Ulster there were 3,026, 
or 1 in 632 of the population ; and in Connaught there were 1,575, or 1 in 580 of the 
population. Of the above number the following proportions were removed from the 
Bridewells to County Prisons, which indicates the number of cases of more serious 
offences. In Leinster 402, or 27 per cent, of the total number committed ; in Munster 
1,613, or 17 per cent. ; in Ulster 1,080, or 35 per cent. ; and in Connaught 557, or 35 
per cent.

The unsatisfactory state of the jurisdiction of the Crown side of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench in Ireland as compared with the corresponding jurisdiction in England, is 
indicated by the following statements and suggestions of the English and Irish Law 
and Chancery Commissioners, which have not yet been made the subject of legislation.

The existence of these numerous minute differences renders it difficult to institute 
any useful comparison of the statistics of the corresponding Courts in the two countries. 

Bills founded upon the recommendations of the Commissioners to assimilate the 
practice and procedure of the two countries hate been introduced in successive Sessions 
without success. During the past year, however, some progress was made m this 
direction by the passing of the Chancery (Ireland) Act (30 & 31 Vic., cap. 44), and 
the Court of Admiralty (Ireland) Act (30 & 31 Vic., cap. 114).

The extent to which this difference in the course of legislation has affected the 
position of Judgments in the two countries, appears from a return showing that in Ireland 
no less than 11,611 Judgments, estimated to be securities for upwards of 112 000 000 
have been reregistered within the live years ending the 31st December, 1864, and so 
far appear not to have been immediately executed, whilst in England and Wales the 
number of Judgments re-registered in tbe five years ending 1863 was only 1 778. 

“ Again under the Judgment Mortgage Act, 12,000 statutable mortgages ’of land in 
Jreland, estimated to be securities for £4,000,000, have been created by the registration 
or affidavits as to judgments under that Act.”* 

A further difference appears to be created by the second section of Stat 30 & 31 Vic 
c. 4 , which facilitates the vacating of a Us pendens, but is worded so as not to extend 
to Ireland.

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There was a decrease of 191 in the number of judgments registered, and of 124 in the 
number of those re-registered. 

If the number of judgments registered be compared with the number entered up in 
the three Superior Courts of Common Law, it appears that, whilst 4,244 judgments 
were entered up, 3,722 were registered in the Registration of Judgments Office. When 
the Judgment Mortgage Act was passed it was expected by the framers of that Act that 
the amount of business in the Registration of Judgments Office would be diminished by 
its operation ; but this expectation was founded upon the consideration of judgments 
only as charges on land, and the provisions of the Irish Bankruptcy Act of 1849, 
continued by the Act of 1857, requiring judgments to be registered within twenty-one 
days after being entered up, to secure priority in bankruptcy, were overlooked. 

There is in Ireland one Common Law Taxing Office for the three Superior Courts, with 
two Taxing Officers.

The Nisi Prius proceedings on circuit have been included in the summaries of the 
business of the three Superior Courts. 

In Ireland the Judges on circuit have several branches of jurisdiction not exercised by 
the Judges on circuit in England, viz., appeals of the nature of rehearings from the 
decisions of the Chairmen of Counties or Irish County Court J udges, and Recorders ; 
the fiating of the presentments of the Grand Juries of the local tax in Ireland called 
Grand Jury Cess; the hearing of traverses and objections to presentments, and claims 
for malicious injuries, and also the hearing of railway traverses under the Irish Railway 
Act, 1851 (14 & 15 Vic., c. 70). 

The following summary shows the proceedings under these heads in 1868 as compared

It will be seen from the Table (p. 191) that of the 407 claims submitted to the Grand 
Jury, 105 were disallowed. Of these latter, 3 were subsequently granted by the Judge 
on appeal. Of those presented by the Grand Jury, appeals against IS appear to have 
been made to the Judge, of which 12 were fiated after hearing the objections, and 6 
rejected. 

The traverses and claims for malicious injuries for the County and City of Dublin are 
disposed of by the Court of Queen’s Bench, and have been already noticed. 

It appears from the above table that there was an increase of 144 in the number of 
claims for malicious injuries on circuit, as well as {vide p. 44) in the County and City 
of Dublin, compared with the number in 1867. 

The total number of presentments fiated on circuit has not been ascertained, as the 
Clerks of the Crown for Meath, Monaghan, Donegal, and for the North Riding of 
Tipperary, have failed to make returns. The total amount for which presentments were 
fiated by the Judges on Circuit, was £1,033,432 13s. l\d.,-\ and including the amount 
fiated by the Queen’s Bench for the County of Dublin (£38,985 9s. l0<£), the total 
amount of Grand Jury cess imposed in Ireland in 1868 was £1,072,418 2s. ll\d. There 
were 396 presentments of the Grand Jury of the County of Dublin fiated by a Judge of 
the Quepn’s Bench. 

The presentments for the County of the City of Dublin are made by the Town Council 
of Dublin, and fiated partly before a Judge of the Queen’s Bench, as already noticed, and 
partly before the Recorder of Dublin ; they were 276 in number in 1868, and for the 
sum of £38,449 9s. 3d. Those for the Cities of Cork and Limerick are made by the 
Town Councils. In the former city they were 99 in number, and for the total sum of 
£11,853 0s. 3d., and in the latter there were 2 claims for malicious injuries, and for an 
amount of £40. 

The High Court of Chan'cery in Ireland was founded so far back as the reign of

King John, on the model of the Court of Chancery in England, and until the year 1828 
the practice and procedure of the two Courts were very similar. 

The different measures of Chancery reform which had been introduced in recent 
years in the two countries had led to considerable differences in the practice and 
procedure in the two Courts, which are fully detailed in the First .Report of the English 
and Irish Law and Chancery Commission which was made in 1863. 

The Chancery Act of 1867 (Stat. 30 & 31 Vic., c. 44), has put an end to nearly all 
these differences, and assimilates the practice and procedure of the Irish to that of the 
English Court. 

The following summary gives a comparative view of the Court business in Chancery 
for the years 1868 and 1867 : —

It appears from the above summary that there was a large decrease in the number of 
petitions in 1868 as compared with the number for the previous year. 

In the office of Secretary to the Master of the Rolls the number of petitions was 
151. These petitions are notin addition to, but form part of those upon which the Lord 
Chancellor in chamber made an order for hearing at the Rolls. The business of this 
office has been, during the past year, in a state of transition, all matters commenced 
before November, 1867, having been concluded under the Act then in force, all business 
commenced subsequently being transacted under the new Chancery Act (30 & 31 Vic., 
c. 44), which then came into operation.

Tile returns also show the number of summonses on references in minor matters' 
lunacy matters, general cause petitions, Ac. As the returns do not seem to have beei 
made on the same principle, a summary is not given of them, but it may be stated that 
ey indicate a great amount of reference business in the Masters’ Offices. 

Sales under the Court of Chancery decreased from 31 in 1867, to 24 in 1868. 
he number of accounts, other than in minor and lunacy matters (382) shows a slio-ht 
decrease on the numbers (395). in 1867. Notwithstanding the statutable restrictions 
on the appointment of Receivers, there is still, as indicated by these numbers a lame 
quantity of property under the management of the Court of Chancery. This is further 
indicated bythe number (244) of statements of facts as to the management of such 
property. Owing to the change- of business between the Registrars’ Office and the new 
Record and Writ Office, the receipts on accounts filed was not returned for 1868. The 
anmunt for 1867 was £1,083,948, which difiered but slightly from the amount for 1866. 

The operation of the rule, for some time -in force, of referring receiver cases to the 
Receiver Master is shown bythe number of accounts in his office (420), which shows an 
increase upon the number (400) in 1867, whilst the average number in the offices of 
each of the other three Masters is only 71. 
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One of the differences of the practice and procedure between the Courts of Chancery 
in Ireland and in England is the very small number of witnesses examined before the 
Examiner in Ireland. Thus there were only 28 witnesses examined in 1868, and the 
fees amounted to only £46.

It appears from the foregoing summary that there was a large increase in the 

number of writs issued in 1868. , 

There is a department of this office peculiar to tlie Irish Court of Chancery, called 
“The Notice Department," through which all notices are served, instead of service being 
proved by affidavit. The number of persons served through this department was 1 7,069 

^TtonuUbar of affidavits filed was 3,060, as compared with 5,110 in 1867, showing a 

decrease of 2,050. , 

In the Recognisance Office the number of recognizances filed was 87, as compared 

with 107 in 1867. , 

Under the Joint Stock Companies Winding-up Acts there are 8 cases returned as m 
the Court of Chancery in 1868, viz:-Oola Mining Company the East Holywood 
Mining Company, the Dublin Joint Stock Company, the Dubhn Exhibition Palace 
Company the Etna Insurance Company, the Ulster Catholic Publishing Company, the 
Lough Swilly Hotel Company, and the Tipperary Bank. Returns have been received 
with respect to only 4 of the above, viz i-the East Holywood Mining Company, the 
Etna Insurance Company, the Dublin Joint Stock Company, and the tough Swilly 
Hotel Company. In the case of the Dublin Exhibition Palace Company no adjudication 
has yet been made. The total amount realized was £1,404 12a. 8A, and the total 
disbursements were £1,280 16a. 5d., leaving a balance available for future distribution 
of £123 16s. 3 d.

It appears from this summary that there was a considerable decrease in 1868 in the 
amount of Chancery costs taxed. 

The jurisdiction in lunacy under the Queen’s Sign Manual has almost invariably been 
intrusted to the Lord Chancellor, or Keeper of the Great Seal in Ireland. The business 
to be transacted not being sufficient to support an entirely distinct department, it 
devolves, to a large extent, on the ordinary officers of the Court of Chanceiy, the 
references end passing of accounts being before one of tbe Masters in Chancery, and 
included in the business of the Masters already noticed. 

The petitions again are lodged in the office of the Secretary of the Lord Chancellor, 
and are returned in the business of his office, whilst the inquisitions are issued from and 
returned to the Clerk of the Crown and Hanaper, and are included in the business of 
that office. 

The jurisdiction was originally the same in Ireland and in England, but the new 
practice and procedure, introduced in England by the Lunacy Regulation Acts of 1853 
and 1862, have not yet been extended to Ireland. 

The number of orders for commissions of Lunacy was 10 in 1868, and 16 in 1867, and 
the number of lunatics under the care of the Court was the same (150), as returned for 
1867. 

In connexion with the small number of lunatics protected by the Court out of the 
entire number in Ireland, which may be estimated at 16,018t the difference which 
exists between Ireland and England as to jurisdiction is to be borne in mind. A lunatic 
cannot be found so in Ireland except by inquisition at a considerable expense, necessary 
for the remuneration of Commissioners, Jury, and Sheriff; whilst in England, under the 
Lunacy Regulation Act of 1853, the Lord Chancellor can dispense with a jury, and 
authorize a finding under the general commission of the Masters.

The Landed Estate s 
first of these is the selling of Estates with a Parliamentary title, for which the Incum- ^ 
bered Estates Court was first established in 1849 for a limited time, and after several (Table, No. 1.) 
renewals of its jurisdiction the perpetual jurisdiction of the Landed Estates Court was 
established in 1858.

hearing in Chancery during the year was 139. 

The amount of costs taxed and certified in the Landed Estates Court was £41,412, 
and the amount of costs lodged for taxation was £52,296. 

The number of affidavits filed in the Landed Estates Court was 4,298, while the 
number filed in the Record and Writ Office of the Court of Chancery was 3,060. 

Under the Tenure and Improvement of Land (Ireland) Act, 1860, the Landed Estates 
Court exercises two jurisdictions — 1st. That of sanctioning improvements by limited 
owners, and giving them a charge by way of annuity; and 2nd. That of sanctioning 
building leases, and leases not within the exact terms of the Act or settlement of the 
particular estate. 

There was one building lease sanctioned in 1868. . In the previous year there had 
been three. There was no statement as to limited owners’ improvements lodged either 
in 1868 or in 1867. 



Kucord Of Title A return has been obtained of the proceedings in the Record of Title Office, and it 
(Table, No. 5.) shows that the titles of 108 estates have been recorded, of the value of £482,750.

In the District Registries of the Court of Probate the chief business in 1868 and 1867

It appears from these summaries that there were 1,584 probates and administrations 
granted in the Principal Registry. These, added to the 1,526 granted in the District 
Registries, give a total of 3,110, which is a decrease of 160 upon the number (3,270) in 
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1867. The number of causes in Court (11 7) was larger than the number (103) in the 
preceding year, whilst the number of causes tried (30) shows a decrease of 12. 

The Accountant-General of the Court of Chancery in Ireland is also Accountant- 
General of the Court of Probate. It appears that there were only 4 accounts open on 
the 1st October, 1868. 

From a return obtained from the Comptroller of Stamp Duties, Inland Revenue Office, 
Dublin, it appears that the amount of property under which probates and administrations 
were sworn in Ireland in 1868, was £7,015,187, and the amount of duty received thereon 
was £125,649.

The history of the High Court of Admiralty in Ireland is given in the Report of the High Court °f 
Royal Commission which inquired into the Court in 1864. 

It appears that “ the jurisdiction of the Court of Admiralty had its origin in Ireland 
as in England, in the authority of the Admiral, of whom the Judge was the deputy.” 

There were distinct Admirals for Ireland as early as 1414. 

The constitution of the High Court of Admiralty in Ireland until 1867 depended upon 
an Act of the Irish Parliament, passed in the Session 1783-84 (23 & 24 Geo. III., c. 14), 
and upon the 8th Article of the Union (39 & 40 Geo. III., c. 67). 

Up to 1829 the jurisdiction of the Court of Admiralty in Ireland and in England in 
civil and maritime causes was in all essential respects the same ; but the reforms 
introduced in England by various Acts since that time were not extended to Ireland. 

The Act passed in 1867 (Stat. 30 & 31 Yic. c. 114) for the purpose of carrying out the 
recommendations of the Commissioners has established uniformity of practice and pro- 
cedure, and earned out a reform in the stuff of the Court recommended by the Royal 
Commissioners of 1864. 

This Act, which came into operation in November, 1867, rendered a change necessary 
in the Forms of Return from those which had previously been used. The English Forms 
were adopted, and Returns have been received from the Registrar of the business trans- 
acted during 1868. The following summary gives the number and nature of the causes

A table has been compiled from the unpublished returns of the Official Assignees to 
Parliament under the Irish Bankruptcy and Insolvency Act, 1857, showing the state of 
the bankruptcies and insolvencies in the charge of each of the Official Assignees in 1868. 

Returns have been received from the different Supreme Courts of Appeal. 

By the new Admiralty Act an appeal is given to Her Majesty in Council. There 
were, however, no such appeals in 1868. 

There was no appeal from the Exchequer Chamber in Ireland presented to the House 
of Lords in 1868, but 2 judgments were delivered in cases of appeal previously made, 
in one of which the decision of the Court below was affirmed, and in the other in part 
reversed and in part affirmed. 

From the Court of Chancery in Ireland 4 appeals were presented in 1868, and 4 
in 1867 ; 1 decree was reversed, 1 case was dismissed for want of prosecution, and 6 
returned as effective for hearing. 

The Privy Council in Ireland has original jurisdiction in some cases under the Church 
Temporalities Act. It also hears applications for the prohibition of burials in grounds 
where their continuance is alleged to be injurious. It has appellate jurisdiction in cases 
of tithe composition, and of improvement or dilapidation of ecclesiastical residences, 
and against Fishery By-laws. No proceedings, however, took place in 1868.

The following is a summary of the returns with respect to the execution of ejectments 
in the year 1868 : — 




If the number (25 5) of warrants at Petty Sessions against cottier tenants and of warrants 
(3,012) against oyerholding weekly tenants in towns be added to the number (1,334) 
of ejectments of the Superior Courts and Civil Bill ejectments above returned and 
estimated as executed, it appears that the number of executions in ejectments of all 
kinds in Ireland in 1868 was 4,601. 

Of the 1,155 ejectments returned as executed, it appears that 787 were for non-pay- 
ment of rent, and 368 were for over-holding. This is a different proportion from that 
which prevails in the case of warrants against cottier tenants and tenants in towns. 
Of these 3,217 were for overholding, and 34 for non-payment of rent. There were 16 
ejectments for waste. 

It further appears from the statistics that in the counties and counties of cities and 
towns for which returns have been received the proportion of ejectments executed by 
the Sheriff and by Special Bailiffs, was as follows : —

The returns afford evidence of the satisfactory working of the change in the law 
effected by the Landlord and Tenant Act of 1860 (23 & 24 Vic., c. 154, sec. 94), by 
which the necessity of disturbing all the under-tenants in every ejectment of a head- 
tenant was removed. It appears that in the counties from which returns have been 
received no fewer than 37 under-tenants were, by consent, left unmolested on the 
execution of ejectments, which represents that number of families in one year saved 
from unnecessary disturbance by this salutary change in the law. 

It appears that in the counties for which returns have been made there was one case 
in which the assistance of the Sheriff was necessary to enforce obedience to the decrees 
of the Court of Chancery, and that there were 15 cases in which such assistance was 
demanded to enforce the orders of the Landed Estates Court.

The first return of proceedings at Petty Sessions relates to proceedings which took 
place in 1868 as to Cottier Tenants under the Landlord and Tenant Law Amendment 
Act, Ireland, 1860 (Stat. 23 & 24 Vie., c. 154). 

The proceedings under this Act are taken at Petty Sessions for the summary recovery 
of Cottier Tenements either for Waste under the 84th Section, for Non-payment of Kent 
under the 85th Section, or for Over-holding under the 86th Section. 

A Cottier Tenant is defined by the 81st Section to be any person holding by agree- 
ment or memorandum in writing from the Landlord a tenement consisting of a Dwelling- 
house or Cottage without land, or with any portion of land not exceeding half an acre, 
statute measure, at a rent not exceeding the rate of £5 by the year, for one month, or 
from month to month, or in like manner for any lesser period of time, the Landlord 
undertaking to keep and maintain the Dwelling-house, or Cottage in tenantable condition 
and repair. This definition is held not to include the case of Weekly Tenants, who are 
dealt with under Stat. 14 & 15 Vic., c. 92, sec. 15, already referred to.

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As the number of days on which Courts of Petty Sessions were held was 13,670, the 
1 12,296 cases give an average of 8 cases a day for each Court. These Courts have, how- 
ever, extensive criminal business besides. 

The returns further indicate the number of days on which Petty Sessions were not 
held in consequence of the non-attendance of Magistrates. This number is returned as 
1,464, as compared with 13,670 days on which Petty Sessions Courts were held, which 
gives a proportion of 9'6 per cent. ; but this proportion is differently distributed in 
different counties in Ireland.

1. There was, in 1868, a total increase of 612 to the Police Force in Ireland; 573 men 
were added to the Royal Irish Constabulary; 18 to the Dublin Police Force; and 21 to 
the Local Force in towns. 

2. The total cost of maintaining this force was £914,979 14s. 8d, being an increase of 
£12,681 18s. on the cost in the previous year. The cost now amounts to .£16,634 17s. 4d 
per 100,000 of the population. 

The total cost of the Royal Irish Constabulary and Dublin Metropolitan Police was 
£903,298 17s. Id. (or £16,241 15s. lid per 100,000 of the population). Of this sum, 
however, £832,121 13s. Id (or 92 per cent.) falls on the general tax-payer, owing to the 
form of compensation granted in 1846 to the land for free trade, and only £71,177 4 S . 
or 8 per cent., is raised from the land and local taxes in Ireland. 

In England and Wales the Police cost £1,920,505 12s. 2d. (or £9,602 10s. 6d per 
100,000 of the population), of which £457,491 5s. 9d (or 24 per cent.) falls on the 
general tax-payer, and £1,463,014 6s. 5 d. (76 per cent.) on the land and local taxes. 

3. For the years 1866 and 1867, the most serious feature of the Irish Criminal Statistics 
was the large number of treasonable and seditious offences returned by the Police, 
the numbers being 813 in 1866, and 836 in 1867. It is satisfactory to observe that 
the returns for 1868 indicate a very great decrease in the number of these offences 
— the total number being only 126. There were only' 16 cases of the more serious 
forms of treason, as compared with 385 in 1867. 

4. The costs of criminal prosecutions has, of course, diminished with the decrease of 
disaffection. The costs for 1867 amounted to £90,520 10s. 6d., and for 1868 to 
£73,847 Is. 3d, showing a decrease of £16,673 9s. 3d. ■ 

5. The returns compiled for this volume being framed for the purpose of comparison 
with the English Statistics, do not distinguish agrarian outrages, but from information 
on the subject collected by the Police, I may state that the number of agrarian 
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outrages specially reported in 1868, was less than in any of the last 20 years, except 
1866 and 1867. The great increase in these outrages has been in 1869, as indicated 
by the latest returns, which are for the first half of the year. 169 agrarian outrages have 
been reported during this period, which is double the number (87) in the same half 
year of 1868, and four times the number (43) in 1866, and greater than in any year 
since 1855, except the years of pressure 1862 and 1863. 

6. The number of persons for trial at Assizes, the Dublin Commission Court, and 
Quarter Sessions in 1868, was considerably less than it has been for the last ten years. 

Compared with 1867, there was a decrease of 434, the number in that year having 
been 4,561, and in 1868, 4,127. Ten years ago the number (5,865) for trial was 100 
in every 100,000 of the population. In 1868 there were only 75 in every 100,000 of 
the population. The decrease in the Province of Munster was more remarkable than 
in the rest of Ireland. 

7. There was no person executed or sentenced to death in Ireland in 1868. 

8. In connexion with the efforts to extend manufactures in Ireland, the Statistics are 
as in former years very satisfactory. There were no persons for trial in 1868 for 
destroying machines or goods in process of manufacture, nor for offences connected with 
conspiracies to raise the rate of wages, and there were only two persons for trial for riot 
and feloniously demolishing buildings, machinery, &c. 

9. In connexion with the measures which have been introduced by successive Govern- The Jury Laws, 
ments upon the subject of the Jury Laws, it is important to notice that the Statistics 

of Jurors’ Sessions in the different districts present great diversity in the number of quali- 
fied Jurors in proportion to population, from 1 in 34 of the population in Dublin to 1 in 
355 of the population in Sligo. This arises in part from the greater or less extent to 
which the leasehold tenure, upon which the qualification mainly depends, has been 
replaced in different districts by a yearly tenancy, which is not except in toAvns a qualifi- 
cation for a Juror. 

10. The diversity in the number of Jurors arises in part from the extent to which 
the statutable provisions as to the qualifications are disregarded. It appears that in 
29 districts out of 79 from which returns have been received, 3,548 persons were 
returned as Jurors with other than the statutable qualifications, being 8 per cent, of the 

entire number (44,010) of Jurors returned. ........ 

11. In connexion with the question of prison discipline and prison reform, the Statistics ^' d a “"P lmc 
of the Irish Gaols are satisfactory. The prisoners, both at the beginning and end o( 

the year were very much less in proportion to the population than the number in the 
-Engli sh prisons. The Irish prisoners appear to have been dealt with much more leniently 
than the English prisoners, 415 having been discharged on pardon or commutation of 
sentence, while only 30 were so discharged amongst a number of prisoners in England 
and Wales, equal to the total number of Irish prisoners disposed of , and 529 having been 
released on bail as compared with 201 released in England and Wales. 

12 With respect to punishments for prison offences the contrast between the 
Irish and English prisons is remarkable. There were 7,589 punishments inflicted in 
English prisons amongst 2,211 prisoners (the Irish daily average number), while there 
were only 2,236 punishments inflicted in Irish prisons amongst the same daily average 
number of prisoners. 

13. There were only 4 cases of whipping in Irish Gaols in 1868, and punishment by 
imprisonment in solitary or dark cells was inflicted only 1,363 times, as compared with 
2 188 times in England and Wales among an equal number of prisoners. Stoppage of 
diet and other punishments were found necessary in Ireland only 852 times as compared 
with 5,371 times in an equal number of prisoners in England and Wales. The cases, 
however, in which resort was had to irons or handcuffs were more numerous in Ireland. 

14 . In connexion with the maintenance of discipline in Irish gaols, it is to be observed, 
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that while the total number of officers in Ireland and in England and Wales is nearly 
the same in proportion to the number of gaols, there is in Ireland a larger number of 
officers of a superior class, e.g. the number of chaplains being 92 while in England and 
Wales there were only 41, and the class of “ Local Inspectors” being peculiar to Ireland. 
In England and Wales on the other hand the number of subordinate officers is greater 
than in Ireland. 

15. With regard to the education of the prisoners it appears that 38 - 6 per cent, of men 
and boys and 52 -6 per cent, of the women and girls in Irish gaols could neither read nor 
write, being larger per-centages entirely destitute of instruction than the En gl ish per- 
centages of 33 - 8 per cent, of men and boys and 39‘8 per cent, of women and girls. On 
the other hand, 40 per cent, of men and boys and 20 '5 per cent, of women and girls in 
Irish gaols could read and write well. This is a marked contrast to the 3'6 per cent, of 
men and boys and 1 -3 per cent, of women and girls in the English gaols returned as 
able to read and write well. 

16. From the statistics as to the birthplace of prisoners it appears there were less than 
2 per cent, of the women and girls, and less than 3 per cent, of the men and boys not of 
Irish birth in Irish gaols, while in England and Wales in 1867 there were 16 per cent, 
of the men and boys, and 27 per cent, of the women and girls in English prisons not 
born in England and Wales, and of these strangers no less than 11 per cent, of the 
men and boys and 22 per cent, of the women and girls were of Irish birth. 

17. There was an increase of 62 in the numbers sent to reformatory schools in Ireland 
in 1868 as compared with the numbers in 1867. 

18. Of the entire number of boys and girls (266) sent to Reformatories in 1868, only 
114 (or 42'8) per cent, were under parental control, a circumstance that shows that 
these institutions are really supplying to their inmates that control and support, the 
want of which may be taken as the chief causes of the crime of those committed 
to them. 

19. Of the entire number committed to Reformatories only 26 (or 10 per cent.) could 
read and write well. . Ninety per cent, had thus had a neglected education, and 122 (or 
45 8 per cent.) were_entirely ignorant, being unable to read or write. 

20. The statistics as to bridewells show that during 1868 there were 15,657 persons 
(11,480 men and 4,177 women) under detention. Of these 3,662 (2,586 men and 1,076 
women) were transferred to county gaols. The greatest number at any one time in 
custody was 820. 

21. The comparison of the characteristics of Irish and English crime, as shown by 
the statistics, indicate results similar to those observed in former years. The entire 
number of indictable offences (not disposed of summarily) in Ireland in 1868 was only 
9,090, being 5,149, or 36 per cent, less than the number (14,239) in an equal portion 
of the population of England and Wales in 1867. 

22. The characteristics of Irish crime, indicated by the summary of indictable offences 
returned by the Police, and not disposed of summarily, correspond with those observed 
last year, the most unfavourable features being treasonable and seditious offences, 
offences against property, riots, assaults inflicting bodily harm, and other assaults. 

23. Of offences against property there is a much smaller number than in a correspond- 
ing portion of the population in England and Wales. With respect to the offences of 
attempts to murder, shooting at, wounding, stabbing, &c., to do bodily harm, and man. 
slaughter, the Irish statistics are more favourable than the English, and also with 
respect to unnatural offences, rape and immoral offences, perjury, and attempts to 
commit suicide. 

24. In the minor cases of indictable offences (determined summarily) there are the 
same characteristics as those exhibited by the tables of graver cases (not determined 
summarily); the number of such offences is 20,408, being 3,698 or 15 per cent, less than 
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the number (24,106) in a portion of the population in England and Wales in 186 7 equal 
to that of Ireland ; there is also less of theft, and of crimes indicating a low moral tone, 
such as aggravated assaults on women and children, than in England and Wales. On 
the other hand, there is a greater prevalence of malicious offences in Ireland. 

25. In the less serious offences reported by the Police and disposed of summarily, 
there has been a decrease of 20,060 in 1868, as compared with 1867. The numbei in 
1868 was 217,894. The number in England, among an equal population, was only 
97,603, showing an excess in Ireland of 120,291. The excess of 96,200 (deducting the 
excess in offences not classed) is more than accounted for by the excess of offences under 
the four following heads Drunkenness, in which the excess was 56,893 ; offences against 
Acts of Parliament, such as Ways Acts, Pawnbrokers Act, Revenue Laws, &c., 38,063 ; 
offences against Vagrant Acts, 2,562 ; common assaults, 11,897 ; which make a total of 
109,415. 

26. That the excess of minor offences reported by the police most probably arises 
from the police being twice as numerous in proportion to the population as they are 
in England and Wales, is shown by the statistics as to prostitutes. Thus while it appears 
from the Police Tables that the number of prostitutes known to the police in Ireland 
in 1868 was 2,940 as compared with 6,570, the number in an equal portion of the popu- 
lation in England and Wales in 1867, there were 4,393 charges against prostitutes under 
the Vagrant Acts in Ireland in 1868 as compared with 1,831 in an equal portion of 
the population in England and Wales in 1867. 

27. The comparison of the criminal classes in Ireland with those in England and Criminal Classes. 
Wales exhibits the very satisfactory result, that notwithstanding the large number of 

Police in Ireland, - the number of criminal classes, other than vagrants and tramps, 
known to the Police in 1868 was only 10,220, being less than one-half the number 
(20,474) iu an equal portion of the population of England and Wales in 1867. In 
consequence of the difference in the Poor Laws and in the laws as to Industrial 
Schools in the two countries, the vagrants and tramps are distinguished in the Tables 
from the other criminal classes. The returns for 1868 show an increase of 195 in the 
number of this class, as compared with the number in the preceding year. From 
these Returns it appears that in Ireland, of the total number (23,041) of the 
criminal classes known to the Police, 12,821, which is rather more than half, were 
vagrants and tramps; while in England and Wales, of the total number (112,403) 
of criminal classes known to the Police, only 32,558, or about one-quarter were vagrants 
and tramps. 

28. In connexion with this excess of vagrants and tramps of all ages in Ireland 
it is right to notice the difference between the proportion of the poor in receipt of Poor 
Law Relief in Ireland and in England and Wales. The average daily number in 
receipt of relief in Ireland in 1868-69 was 53,757 in workhouses, and 16,862 outdoor, 
or 70,619 in all, being 168,238 less than the number (238,858), in receipt of relief in 
1868, in a portion of the population of England and Wales equal to that of Ireland. 

29. The verdicts of wilful murder brought in by Coroners’ juries in Ireland were 58, Murder, 
being 45 less than the number (103) which the 404 verdicts for murder in England and 
Wales in 1867 would give for a population equal to that of Ireland. 

30. In the verdicts of Coroners’ juries infanticide or murder of children under 1 year Infanticides, 
is distinguished from murders of persons above 1 year ; and it appears that the number of 
infanticides (35) in Ireland was 3 less than the number (38) in an equal portion of the 
population in England and Wales. 

31. Infanticides as compared with other murders are excessive in both countries; 
as there are 2 - 4 children under 1 year of age in Ireland in every 100 of the 
population, it follows that the 35 infanticides are 64 times the number of murders which 
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occurred in Ireland in 1868, amongst the same number of persons at other age- 
periods. 

32. The 149 infanticides in England and Wales, were 19 times the number of murders 
in England and Wales in 1867 of persons at other age-periods. 

33. The amount of infanticide indicated by the verdicts of Coroners’ juries in both 
countries is veiy startling, and resting as they do upon the sworn verdicts of a number 
of independent juries, before different Coroners, in all parts of both countries, the statistics 
are free from any prejudice which might lead to a wrong estimate or statement as to the 
excess of infanticide which is to be deduced from them. 

34. The number of verdicts (23) of wilful murder other than in cases of infanticide 
brought in by Coroners’ juries is much smaller in Ireland than the number (65) in an 
equal population in England and Wales. 

35. The marked difference in the laws of England and Ireland with regard to com- 
mitting lunatics to gaols, instead of to asylums, which hitherto existed, was brought to 
an end by Stat. 30 & 31 Vic., c. 118, under the provisions of which dangerous lunatics 
are to be sent to asylums, and may be restored to their relatives on proper security 
being given. The operation of this Act is very perceptible in the returns for 1868. 
Thus, there were during the year only 317 lunatics committed to gaols as dangerous, 
under the Statutes 1 & 2 Vic., c. 27, and 8 & 9 Vic., c 107, now repealed, as compared 
with 934 in 1867. 

36. The estimated number of criminal lunatics in Ireland under detention at the end of 
the year 1868 was 2,520, being 2,236 in excess of the number (284) under detention at the 
end of 1867, in a portion of the population of England and Wales equal to that of Ireland. 
The cause of this difference is an important subject of inquiry which’ can be more easily 
investigated now that the law has been so far assimilated in the two countries.

2. The entire amount recovered on Judgments of different classes in 1868 was 
£899,519, being £229,514 more than the amount (£670,005) recovered in 1867. 

3. There was a slight increase in the amount of business before the full Court in the 
three Superior Courts of Common Law. 

4. There was an increase in the number of special rules on the Crown side of the 
Court of Queen’s Bench, and of writs of Habeas Corpus, and a decrease of 1 in the 
number of writs of Mandamus. 

5. There was an increase in the number of claims for malicious injuries in the 
County and City of Dublin from 3 in 1867 to 8 in 1868. 

6. The number of bills of sale registered was 358, being 24 more than the number 
(334) in 1867, and the acknowledgments by married women filed were 389, being 16 
less than the number (405) in 1867. 

7. There was an increase of 4 in the number of revenue cases (from 50 in 1867 to 
54 in 1868), and an increase of 17 in the number of legacy and succession duty cases, 
from 18 in 1867 to 35 in 1868. 

8. In the Judgments Office there were 3,722 judgments registered as compared with 
3,913 in 1867, and 358 re-registered as compared with 482 in 1867. 

9. The number of causes tried at Nisi Prius in Dublin and on Circuit was 884 and 
the amount recovered by verdict £56,496, being £24,813 more than the amount 
recovered on the 942 verdicts in 1867. 
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10 The amount of Gland July Cess imposed in 1867 by the presentments Sated by 
the Judges on circuit, and by the Court of Queen's Bench in Dublin, and the Recorder 

of Cork, amounted to £1,072,418, being £57,421 more than the amount of Grand July 

Cess (£1,014,997) imposed in 1867. ^ /yen f 

11. In the Court of Chancery the number of proceedings before the Lord Chancellor 

and Master of the Rolls and of cause petitions, before the Masters in Chancery, was Court ofChancery. 
1,256. In the Vice-Chancellor’s Court the number of petitions, &c., in 1868, the first 

year of its existence, was 395, which makes a total of 1,651, as compared with 2,007 in 
1867, showing a decrease of 356 in 1868. 

12. The numbers of minors under the protection of the Court increased from 941 m 

1867 to 981 in 1868. , „ , . 

13 The return from the Crown and Hanaper Office shows a decrease of business. 

There were 2,072 official acts in 1867, and only 1,740 in 1868, being a decrease of 332. 

14 The number of accounts, other than in minor and lunacy matters, has decreased 
during the past year. In 1867 there were 395. In 1868 there were 382. 

15 The number of lunatics under the care of the Court of Chancery m 1868, was 150, 
the same number as in the preceding year ; and the incomes of 71 of these lunatics, 
indicated by the 71 accounts passed before the Masters, amounted to £69,818 m the 

7 T6 There was a large increase in 1868 in the number of writs issued out of Chanceiy, 
as appears fr om the Returns of the Clerk of the Records and Writs. The number of 
writs issued in 1867 was 117, and in 1868 194, being an increase of 77. 

17. There were 8 Companies being wound up in Chanceiy in 1868 under the Wmdmg- 
up Acts, the names of which are given in the Report. Returns have been received with 
respect to only 4 of these. The total amount realized urns £1,404 [2s. 8d, and the 
total disbursements amounted to £1,280 16s. 5 A, leaving a balance of £123 16s. 3 d. 
available for future distribution. 

18. In the Landed Estates Court the number of sales was 285, and the purchase-money lani.i 

amounted to £1,332,108, being a decrease of £186,199 on the amount (£1,518,307) __ 

realized in the preceding vear. The net rental of the estates sold was £72,689. 

19. The number of petitions for sales in 1868 was 380, of which 343 related to 
incumbered estates, only 35 to unincumbered estates, and 2 to settled estates. The 

number of the first class in 1867 was 401. , 

oo In the Landed Estates Court in 1868 there was one building lease sanctioned, 
but no statement as to limited owners' improvements, lodged under the Tenure and 
Improvement of Land (Ireland) Act, I860. In the Courts of the Chairmen of Counties 
there were only 3 leases sanctioned, but there were no proceedings under the Tenants 
Improvement Clauses of the Act . 

21. In the Record of Title Office, under the recent Act, the titles of 108 estates of 
the value of £482,750 were recorded. 

oo In the Court of Probate the total number of probates and administrations granted Omri 0 f Probate. 
in 1868 in all the Registries was 3,110, showing a decrease of 160 on the number 
(3 270) granted in the preceding year. 

23 In the Court of Admiralty there were 66 actions entered in 1868. ihe amount Courto/Admiraltr,. 
for which these were entered was £26,661. Besides these there were 3 actions pending 

at the commencement of the year, which had been mstltutedm 1867 

04 The number of final judgments and decrees m the Court of Admiralty during 
1868 was 15, of which 8 were for the plaintiff, 1 for defendant, 1 by consent, and 5 by 

^[fllie total value of the ships and cargoes sold under order of the Court in 1868 
was £4 588 13s. id. 

26. The Returns from the Ecclesiastical Courts show a total of 54 suits m 1868, as 
compared with 32 in 1867. 
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27. There were 11 petitions for divorce filed, of which 10 were for divorce a mensd 
et thoro, and 1 for nullity of marriage. 

28. In bankruptcy there were 132 petitions in 1868, as compared with 177 in 1867 ; 
and there were 503 petitions of insolvency, being an increase of 55 on the number (448) 
lodged in the previous year. 

29. The Returns, with respect to the Supreme Courts of Appeal, state that there was no 
appeal inl868 from the Exchequer Chamber to the House of Lords. Two judgments were, 
however, delivered on appeals previously made, in 1 of which the decision of the Court 
below was affirmed, and in the other, in part affirmed and in part reversed. 

30. From the Court of Chancery 4 appeals were presented ; 1 decree was reversed, 
1 dismissed for want of prosecution, and 6 returned as effective for hearing. 

31. In the Chancery Appeal Court there were 47 appeals set down for hearing, being 
an increase of 16 on the number (31) set down in 1867 ; and to the Court of Exchequer 
Chamber there were 12 appeals, and 57 registry appeals, finder Statute 13 & 14 Vic., c. 69. 

32. According to Returns made by the Process Servers appointed by Chairmen of 
Counties and Recorders there were 3,940 Civil Bill Ejectments served in 1868, and 
218,220 Civil Bills, other than Ejectments. As Ejectments, however, may be served by 
Bailiffs of Landlords and others, the first number indicates only the minimun number 
actually ascertained to have been served. To obtain a maximum number, which there 
is no reason to suppose the actual number exceeds, it is only necessary to estimate that 
the proportion of Civil Bill Ejectments served are to the Ejectments heard in the same 
proportion as other Civil Bills, and the maximum thus obtained is 13,888. 

33. The Returns from the Courts of Chairmen of Counties give a total of 30,650 
decrees in 1868, which is a decrease of 950 (3 per cent.) on the number (31,600) in 1867. 
There were 6,717 dismisses, as compared with 6,075 in the previous year, being an 
increase of 642, or 10‘5 per cent. 

34. With regard to Ejectments and proceedings as to land in the Courts of Chairmen 
of Counties, the returns made by the Clerk of the Peace, give a total of 2,952 cases 
heard. There were 2,099 judgments for plaintiff, and 332 for defendant. 

35. With respect to other Civil Bills, there were 66,017 entered— 37,108 judgments 
for the plaintiff, 7,488 for the defendant, and 45 cases otherwise disposed of. 

36. From returns made by Clerks of Petty Sessions, it appears that there were in 
1868 3,267 warrants to Special Bailiffs issued at Petty Sessions against cottier tenants 
and over-holding tenants in towns, for summary recovery of possession. 

37. The returns of the civil cases at Petty Sessions give a total of 112,296, in 597 Courts. 

38. From the Sheriffs’ Returns it appears that 1,155 Ejectments of the Superior 
Courts and Civil Bill Ejectments were actually executed. Adding, for the places from 
which no Returns have been received, an estimate of 179, we obtain a total number of 
1,334 ejectments executed. If these be added to the 3,012 warrants above stated to 
have been issued at Petty Sessions to Special Bailiffs, the number of Ejectments of all 
kinds executed in Ireland in 1868, would appear to have been 4,346. 

39. With respect to the Local Charter Courts, returns have been received for 6 out 
of 8. The number of summonses issued in these was 4,442, being an increase of 
.176 on the number (4,266) in the same Courts in 1867, and the number of cases heard 
was 2,544, as compared with 2,528 in the previous year.
